A  curious  but  pathetic  story  was  lately  told  of  a  tiny 
boy,  the  only  son  of  his  mother — a  poor  widow — who 
had  strayed  out  into  the  street  from  their  basement 
living  room.  The  mother,  struggling  to  finish  a  last 
dozen  of  rough  shirts  on  payment  for  which  depended 
her  overdue  rent,  did  not  notice  for  a  moment  that  the 
active  little  fellow  had  succeeded  in  opening  the  door, 
and  lifted  her  eyes  from  her  work  only  when  she  heard 
his  piercing  screams.  As  she  hurried  out  into  the  street, 
a  neighbor  was  already  bringing  in  the  bruised  and  man- 
gled little  body  which  had  been  first  knocked  down, 
then  run  over,  and  then  left  lying  there  unhelped  by 
a  swiftly  speeding  automobile.  Fortunately  a  police- 
man had  seen  the  accident  and  following  up  arrested 
the  chauffeur.  The  man  excused  himself  on  the  ground 
that  he  was  taking  a  lady  to  speak  at  a  meeting,  that 
he  was  late,  and  she  had  told  him  he  must  get  her  there 
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in  time  "no  matter  what  happened."  It  was  afterward 
learned. that  the  title  of  the  address  to  be  delivered 
was  "Give  Woman  the  ballot  and  so  save  the  children." 

Now  this  little  story  may  or  may  not  be  true — but 
it  certainly  points  a  moral  for  us  all,  that  little  children 
cannot  be  saved  by  any  one  act,  fascinating  as  that  idea 
may  be,  but  only  by  long-continued  and  patient  efforts, 
by  giving  freely  our  thoughts,  our  time,  our  means, 
and  most  of  all  our  loving  sympathy. 

I  think  we  shall  all  agree  that  every  good  and  high 
minded  woman  desires  to  leave  the  world  a  little  better 
for  her  having  lived  in  it.  She  struggles  to  alleviate  the 
great  mass  of  suffering  around  her,  to  overcome  in 
herself  and  in  others  some  of  the  sin  which  is  the  cause 
of  so  much  misery,  and  to  aid  not  only  in  the  uplifting 
of  the  poor  about  her,  but  also  of  the  city  in  which  she 
lives,  and  most  of  all  of  her  country  to  which  she  owes 
so  great  a  debt.  The  only  question  with  us  all  is, — 
how  may  we  best  do  this?  To  many  of  us  one  of  the 
most  important  branches  of  work  in  the  world  seems 
to  be  the  caring  for  the  sick  babies  of  the  very  poor, 
for  those  whose  parents  are  too  ignorant  and  too  des- 
titute to  care  for  them  properly.  To  alleviate  present 
and  preventable  suffering;  to  overcome  deformities 
and  diseases,  which  unchecked  would  render  their  whole 
lives  a  misery  and  burden;  to  teach  ignorant  parents 
how  such  ills  may  be  avoided,  and  so  to  assist  in  sending 
out  into  the  world  boys  and  girls  able  to  contend  with 
and  overcome  the  adverse  circumstances  into  which 
they  are  born;  surely  that  is  a  noble  and  far-reaching 
work.  Farther  reaching,  indeed,  than  many  of  you 
at  first  realize?    Next  summer,  perhaps,  in  your  distant 
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camp  in  the  wilderness,  your  little  child  may  fall  ill 
with  that  fearful  and  once  almost  hopeless  disease, 
"cerebro  spinal  meningitis."  Your  own  doctor,  indeed 
any  well  known  physician  is  too  far  away  to  be  of  use 
in  the  emergency  demanding  instant  action,  but  there 
in  some  tiny  neighboring  settlement  is  the  modest 
country  doctor  who  this  winter  has  left  his  home  prac- 
tice, and  at  much  personal  sacrifice,  spent  some  weeks 
in  our  city  studying  up  the  latest  treatments  in  diseases 
of  children,  and  in  these  very  Babies'  Wards  learning 
the  use  of  that  wonderful,  newly  discovered  "serum" 
which  shall  enable  him  to  save  your  baby's  life.  The 
maintenance  of  a  Babies'  Hospital  used  not  only  to 
save  the  lives  of  the  sick  children  of  the  poor  of  this  great 
city,  but  also  to  instruct  physicians  from  the  remotest 
parts  of  this  country  in  the  saving  of  infantile  life,  is 
indeed  a  great  work  and  one  demanding  always  our 
most  earnest  efforts. 

To  accomplish  the  best  results  for  the  1,300  to  1,500 
little  ones  each  year  seeking  the  shelter  of  the  Babies' 
Wards,  means  for  us  the  keeping  up  of  a  score  of  differ- 
ent committees  and  agencies,  quite  outside  of  the  great 
work  of  skillful  physicians  and  intelligent  nurses.  Be- 
ginning with  the  provision  of  a  trained  visitor,  herself 
a  doctor,  who  shall  at  once  investigate  and  report  on 
the  home  conditions  of  the  newly  admitted  patient, 
and  later  on  instruct  the  ignorant  parents  how  to  avoid 
such  illnesses  in  the  future;  then  must  come  guilds  and 
committees  for  providing  the  thousands  of  articles  of 
bedding  and  clothing  needed  each  year;  constant,  al- 
most daily  supervision  from  managers  to  see  that  the 
different  departments  are  properly  kept  up.  Then

the  girls'  visiting  committees  with  their  flowers, 
frequent  treats,  drives,  and  "cheering  up"  visits,  which 
contribute  so  greatly  to  the  recovery  of  the  little  ones; 
and  last  of  all,  the  Fresh  Air  Home  or  Society  in  the 
country,  which  takes  our  convalescents  and  keeping  them 
perhaps  for  months,  returns  them  at  last  well  and  strong 
again.  All  this  requires  hundreds  of  active  helpers  in 
the  various  lines,  while  back  of  everything  and  without 
which  our  work  would  indeed  fail,  must  come  the  gen- 
erous pecuniary  support  of  the  public.  Now  every  year 
death  or  removal  from  the  city  deprives  us  of  some  of 
our  most  valued  helpers,  of  our  most  liberal  contributors. 
The  only  possible  way  we  can  maintain  a  high  standard 
in  our  work  and  even  raise  it  a  little  each  year,  as  should 
be  our  aim,  is  to  constantly  enlist  new  helpers,  new  givers. 

It  is  said  that  to  the  courageous  worker  obstacles 
are  but  stepping  stones  to  success.  I  feel  therefore, 
if  we  can  only,  put  the  matter  before  you  rightly,  we 
shall  find  the  blessing  hidden  beneath  what  at  present 
seems  only  a  "dispensation."  The  truth  is  that  the 
interest  and  attention  of  a  large  number  of  women — 
and  on  women  quite  naturally  the  support  of  the  Babies' 
Wards  chiefly  rests — has  lately  been  diverted  from 
philanthropy  to  what  may  be  called  civics,  though  not 
in  its  broadest  sense.  Again  and  again  one  is  told  in 
answer  to  appeals  for  workers  and  gifts,  "Oh,  I  am  de- 
voting all  my  time  and  money  at  present  to  the  political 
situation.  When  the  ballot  is  extended  there  will  be 
no  need  of  Babies'  Hospitals  for  all  the  causes  of  dis- 
ease and  poverty  will  be  removed."  As  one  friend  re- 
marked, "Sending  out  charitable  reports  is  a  clear  waste 
of  time  in  view  of  more  important  matters."  So  general 
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a  feeling  among  women  is  just  now  a  real  obstacle  to 
important  charitable  work.  Many  of  these  objectors 
are  most  devoted,  intelligent  and  conscientious,  but 
we  would  earnestly  beg  them  to  remember  that  ignor- 
ance and  poverty  and  suffering  and  sin  cannot  be  merely 
voted  out  of  the  world,  or  they  would  have  been  long 
ago — but  we  must  each  take  hold  and  use  our  very  best 
efforts  to  overcome  them,  starting  perhaps  where  such 
work  best  begins,  with  the  babies,  and  in  no  sense  neg- 
lecting our  present  privileges  and  opportunities  of  help, 
even  while  striving  for  a  future  millennium. 

In  all  charitable  work  at  present  there  are  great 
problems  to  be  studied.  The  immense  influx  of  immi- 
grants during  the  past  few  years,  many  of  them  most 
ignorant  and  of  a  very  poor  physical  type,  has  greatly 
changed  the  personnel  of  our  down  town  hospitals,  spec- 
ially of  those  taking  young  children.  Twenty  years 
ago  a  large  proportion  of  patients  brought  to  the  Babies' 
Wards  were  children  of  laboring  people  of  fair  intelli- 
gence and  of  fair  physical  heritage.  Now  the  immense 
majority  come  from  families  of  extremest  poverty,  for- 
eigners who  for  generations  have  been  most  insuffic- 
iently nourished,  and  starvation  and  misery  are  stamped 
on  the  countenances  of  the  tiniest  new  born  baby.  To 
endeavor  to  really  regenerate  such  a  child  giving,  as, 
must  also  be  done,  such  attention  to  the  suffering  fam- 
ily as  will  help  it  along  till  it  can  be  assimilated  into  our 
civilization  and  our  country,  is  a  noble  work,  it  is  next 
to  creative  work,  which  belongs  to  God  alone,  and  it 
is  to  such  hard  work  that  I  confidently  call  each  one 
of  you. 

The  demands  upon  the  Babies'  Wards  have  been 
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at  times  during  the  past  year  greater  than  ever  before, 
so  that  every  crib  has  been  rilled  and  the  two  new  incu- 
bators have  proved  a  blessing  to  many  of  the  tiniest 
babies.  The  mothers'  beds  have  been  filled  almost  con- 
tinuously, sixty-two  mothers  having  been  sheltered 
during  the  past  year,  and  the  fact  that  we  could  take 
them  in  with  their  critically  ill  nursing  babies,  has 
saved  many  a  little  one's  life. 

A  most  important  addition  to  our  Roof  Garden  was 
made  last  summer  through  the  gift  from  a  manager 
of  a  large  rustic  pavilion  which  has  been  glazed  in  on 
two  sides  for  winter  use  and  is  proving  of  great  assist- 
ance. A  very  liberal  memorial  gift  has  enabled  us 
to  carry  out  a  long-cherished  plan  and  to  fit  up  a  ward 
with  all  the  most  improved  appliances  for  the  special 
treatment  of  pneumonia  cases,  of  which  so  many 
occur.  Here  either  the  cold  or  warm  method  may  be 
tried  and  we  hope  in  time  to  furnish  some  valuable 
data  on  their  respective  merits. 

A  few  cases  taken  from  the  note  book  of  our  excellent 
head  nurse  can  give  but  a  glimpse  of  the  army  of  little 
sufferers  passing  through  the  Babies'  Wards.  Some  are 
brought  in  "hopeless,"  but  their  torturing  pain  however 
can  be  alleviated  and  their  dying  hours  soothed,  till 
like  "little  Tom"  they  fade  away  murmuring  "Oh,  I 
do  love  this  Hospital."  Many  like  Alice,  one  of  four- 
teen children,  get  well  and  rosy  and  go  back  to  a  mother 
who  "loved  them  all  so  well  she  couldn't  spare  one." 

Here  is  Annie  B.,  a  three-year-old  Russian,  whose 
father  supports  a  wife  and  seven  children  on  S10.00 
a  week.  She  seemed  well  and  was  playing  about  when 
suddenly  she  complained  of  her  head  and  began  scream- 
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ing  with  pain.  Acute  nausea,  high  fever,  and  one  con- 
vulsion after  another  followed.  A  dispensary  doctor 
could  not  help  her,  and  after  four  days  advised  bringing 
her  to  the  Babies'  Wards  as  a  last  hope.  Her  tempera- 
ture was  105°,  and  on  examination  a  diagnosis  of  men- 
ingitis was  at  once  made.  Fluid  drawn  then  from  the 
spine  showed  the  germs  of  cerebro  spinal  meningitis, 
and  the  child's  condition  was  so  poor  that  formerly 
the  case  would  have  been  pronounced  quite  hopeless. 

The  wonderful  discovery  however,  of  '"Flexner's 
Serum,"  a  special  serum  for  the  treatment  of  meningitis, 
has  given  hope  to  many  once  hopeless  cases.  This  was 
injected  into  the  spine  every  day  until  germs  of  the  dis- 
ease could  no  longer  be  found,  and  after  six  weeks' 
treatment  the  little  girl  went  home  cured,  perfectly 
well,  with  no  bad  effects  left. 

Ralph,  a  four-year-old  boy,  was  a  type  of  the  many 
cases  which  untreated  would  shortly  have  become  ab- 
solutely incurable,  though  he  might  have  lived  for  years 
in  hopeless  suffering.  Of  Irish  parentage  there  were 
four  little  brothers  and  sisters,  a  father  out  of  work 
and  his  case  was  indeed  a  hard  one.  He  had  been  at- 
tacked with  measles,  and  three  weeks  after  an  appar- 
ently good  recovery,  the  child's  throat  became  para- 
lyzed and  gradually  the  paralysis  spread  over  his  en- 
tire body.  Several  doctors  treated  him,  but  he  contin- 
ually grew  worse  and  was  the  greatest  care  in  that  pov- 
erty-stricken home.  The  mother,  worn  out,  broke  down 
at  last  entirely,  and  with  great  reluctance  Ralph  was 
brought  to  our  Wards.  He  was  then  unable  to  speak 
a  word  or  lift  his  head ;  he  could  not  move  hands  or  feet, 
and  his  eyes  were  crossed  and  fixed.    Elaborate  and 
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most  constant  treatment  was  at  once  begun,  sea  salt 
baths,  massage,  passive  exercises,  various  kinds  of 
medications,  special  forms  of  nourishment,  with  much 
fresh  air,  he  being  carried  up  daily  to  the  Roof  Garden. 
Slowly  he  improved,  became  able  to  swallow,  then  could 
make  a  faint  articulation,  which  could  not  however  be 
understood.  Then  he  began  to  move  his  head  and  arms, 
and  finally  was  able  to  stand  erect  and  learned  once 
more  to  walk.  He  was  then  sent  to  the  Convalescent 
Home  at  Sea  Cliff,  where  he  stayed  till  the  Home  closed 
when  he  returned,  talking  and  running  about  as  well  as 
ever,  another  case  typical  of  many,  where  far  more  than 
life  itself  has  been  given  to  a  child. 

John  M.,  eleven  months  old,  Hungarian  parents, 
father  earns  at  best  $8.00  a  week;  six  children,  all  liv- 
ing in  two  small  rooms.  The  baby,  necessarily  un- 
watched,  pulled  a  pot  of  boiling  tea  off  the  stove  which 
drenched  him,  burning  him  terribly.  When  brought 
to  the  Hospital  the  face,  chest  and  arms  were  raw, 
eyes  closed  from  the  swelling  of  the  face,  and  the  boy 
in  agonizing  pain.  The  temperature  was  very  high, 
remaining  so  for  days,  and  it  did  not  seem  as  if  the 
child  could  recover.  Medicine  was  given  to  relieve 
the  pain  and  the  baby  kept  in  a  special  kind  of  bath  for 
an  hour  or  more  every  day.  After  some  days  the  little 
eyes  opened  and  slowly  the  face  healed,  so  that  the  pro- 
tecting mask  could  be  removed.  The  arms  and  chest 
were  so  badly  injured  that  skin  grafting  had  to  be  em- 
ployed to  cover  the  burns.  He  made  a  splendid  re- 
covery however,  and  left  the  Wards  fat  and  well  after 
many  weeks  of  treatment. 

Year  after  year  we  realize  from  the  experience  of  our 
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visitor  how  much  of  infantile  disease  is  due  to  the  ig- 
norance and  misfortunes  of  the  parents,  and  how  con- 
valescence is  retarded  by  their  poverty.  So  many  ele- 
ments are  introduced  into  the  problem  of  how  to  cure 
(completely)  sick  children  that  we  bespeak  your  careful 
attention  to  the  accompanying  Report  of  our  most 
able  chairman  of  Committee  on  Visiting  the  Homes. 

Our  earnest  gratitude  is  due  to  all  those  whose  best 
efforts  have  gone  to  making  the  work  of  the  Babies' 
Wards  a  success.  To  skillful  doctors  and  faithful 
nurses,  to  the  young  girls  and  to  the  busy  women  of 
society,  who  have  given  their  time  and  their  hearts  so 
freely  to  personal  work;  to  all  those  Guilds  and  Commit- 
tees whose  unwearying  labors  have  supplied  the  count- 
less articles  needed  in  a  babies'  hospital;  to  the  inval- 
uable Speedwell  Society  at  Morristown,  and  the  Con- 
valescent Home  at  Sea  Cliff,  who  have  restored  so 
many  of  our  convalescents  to  strength  and  vigor,  and 
back  of  all  these  to  the  many  generous  friends  upon 
whose  pecuniary  gifts  the  continuance  of  the  Wards 
must  rest. 

The  vital  needs  of  the  Babies'  Wards  at  present  are: 
1st.  An  increased  number  of  annual  subscriptions  and 
special  donations  large  and  small.  On  these  depend  the 
salaries  of  our  Head  Nurse  and  Assistant,  of  our  Visitor 
to  the  homes  of  the  children;  all  extra  help  at  the  times 
when  Wards  are  overcrowded,  and  the  supply  of  medical 
and  surgical  appliances  in  emergencies.  As  gifts,  even  of 
very  small  sums,  are  gratefully  received,  this  way  of 
helping  sick  children  is  within  reach  of  all. 

2d.  Several  more  supported  beds  by  the  gift  of  $200 
annually,  which  allows  the  privilege  of  naming  the 


crib  and  having  a  shield  inscribed  over  it,  either  as  a 
memorial  or  otherwise.  Surely  there  are  few  ways  in 
which  $200  could  do  more  good  than  in  saving  the  lives 
or  alleviating  the  sufferings  of  20  little  ones  each  year. 

3d.  Gifts  of  clothing  new  and  old.  Over  4,000  gar- 
ments are  literally  used  up  each  year,  and  we  would 
most  earnestly  beg  that  sewing  classes,  schools,  societies 
and  individuals,  not  only  in  this  city,  but  also  through- 
out the  country,  would  remember  this  most  pressing 
need.  Full  particulars  are  given  in  appendix  following. 
Gifts  of  toys,  especially  dolls  and  rattles,  of  fruit  and 
home  made  jellies  are  greatly  needed,  as  well  as  the 
personal  help  of  those  willing  to  give  even  a  small  por- 
tion of  their  time.  An  especial  appeal  is  made  to 
churches,  Sunday  schools  and  individuals  to  give  an 
hour  Sunday  afternoon  to  the  singing  of  hymns,  lulla- 
bies, etc.,  in  the  Wards.  This  would  give  very  great 
pleasure  to  our  little  ones.  Any  willing  to  help  in  this 
way  will  please  apply  to  the  chairman  of  the  Ladies' 
Committee  and  dates  will  be  assigned  them. 

All  subscriptions  and  donations  should  be  sent  to  Mrs. 
Elisha  M.  Fulton,  Jr.,  Treasurer  of  Ladies'  Auxiliary  for 
the  Babies,  Wards,  Portchester,  New  York.

Each  year  with  our  ever  growing  work  and  needs, 
we  must  ask  more  and  more  from  you,  and  so  year  after 
year  as  we  send  forth  our  simple  Report  it  is,  indeed, 
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with  fear  and  trembling.  The  demands  on  your  busy 
lives  are  growing  greater  and  greater.  You  are  living 
now  at  automobile  speed.  Militant  methods  of  reform 
seem  advocated  on  every  side,  while  in  the  great  chorus 
of  calls  upon  us  from  many  directions  it  sometimes  ap- 
pears as  if  only  those  were  heard  who  could  shout  the 
loudest.  How,  indeed,  can  we  hope  that  the  feeble  cry 
of  the  dying  baby  shall  reach  your  ears,  the  cry  of  little 
children  born  through  no  fault  of  their  own,  into  cold 
and  hunger  and  poverty  and  suffering.  Of  little  chil- 
dren who  may  be  saved  not  by  great  meetings  or  fas- 
cinating processions,  but  only  through  your  hard  work, 
through  the  gifts  of  your  time,  your  money,  and  great- 
est of  all,  yourselves,  to  their  service.  We  have  lately 
been  celebrating  the  coming  of  the  little  child  who  was 
born  for  the  salvation  of  the  world.  In  His  name  we 
would  earnestly  appeal  to  everyone  of  you  for  help  for 
our  little  sufferers. 

"If  they  could  find  a  voice,  these  little  ones, 
That  freeze  by  night  and  hunger  all  the  day, 

If  they  could  find  a  voice  and  speak  to  you, 

What  think  you,  men  and  women,  would  they  say? 

Oh,  the  fathers  and  the  mothers  that  God  gave  us 
Did  for  us  the  very  best  that  they  could  do, 

But  they  perished  with  their  overwork  and  sorrow, 
And  we  turn  from  their  dead  faces  unto  you. 

Will  you  snatch  us  from  the  dreadful  tooth  of  famine, 
From  the  sharper  tooth  of  suffering  and  sin? 

Will  you  lead  us  from  this  fearful  outer  darkness, 
To  the  light  which  evermore  doth  shine  within? 
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If  you  will,  O,  men  and  women,  we  will  bless  you; 

And  the  children  that  God  lets  you  call  your  own 
Shall  reward  you  with  their  sweetest  baby  murmurs, 
For  no.t  leaving  us  to  perish  all  alone."

Patterns  for  clothing  will  be  furnished  on  application

Steers,  Portchester,  New  York. 

Babies'  White  Muslin  Slips,  simply  made.  Socks, 
Cotton  Diapers,  Flannel  Bands. 

Short  Dresses  of  either  pink  or  blue  gingham.  Short 
White  Flannel  Skirts,  made  with  cotton  waists. 
Muslin  Drawers,  all  for  children  from  one  to  six 
years  old.    Night  Gowns,  muslin  or  flannel. 

Flannel  Shirts,  for  children  from  ten  months  to  six 
years  old.  These  must  have  high  necks  and  long 
sleeves.  Shoes,  Stockings,  Crocheted  Bed  Slip- 
pers, pink  or  blue.  Handkerchiefs. 

Warm  Cloaks  for  babies,  and  Outside  Jackets  and 
Hats  for  children  for  Roof  Garden. 

Pads,  27  by  36  inches,  of  unbleached  muslin,  with  inter- 
lining of  cotton  batting  firmly  quilted  in. 

Coverlets,  1  yard  by  1£  yards,  white  cheesecloth,  with 
double  interlining  of  cotton  batting:  button-holed 
round  the  edges  and  caught  down  in  tufts  with  pink 
or  blue  washing  crewel.    A  special  need. 

Half  Worn  Clothing  and  Old  Blankets  for  children 
convalescents  discharged  from  the  Wards.  An  old 
overcoat  or  shawl  is  sometimes  the  only  article 
brought  to  cover  a  discharged  child  recovering  from 
pneumonia.

THE  WORK  OF  THE  BABIES'  WARDS. 


By  Henry  Dwight  Chapin,  M.D., 
Supervising  Physician. 

The  past  year  has  witnessed  the  usual  varied  activi- 
ties in  the  medical  and  surgical  work  of  the  Babies' 
Wards.  As  usual,  the  warm  months  showed  a  pre- 
ponderance of  gastro-intestinal  disorders  and  the  winter 
season  gave  many  cases  of  bronchitis  and  pneumonia 
of  all  types.  The  forms  of  bone  tuberculosis  have  been 
as  common  as  ever,  and  the  Roof  Garden  has  been 
put  to  good  use  both  in  summer  and  winter  in  the  man- 
agement of  these  and  other  cases.  The  little  cottage 
with  side  openings  at  one  end  of  the  Roof  has  allowed 
us  to  employ  the  fresh  air  treatment  as  freely  as  seemed 
wise.  One  of  the  wards  has  been  specially  prepared 
for  pneumonia  cases,  so  that  an  abundant  supply  of 
fresh  air  may  be  procured  without  subjecting  other 
cases  to  too  cool  an  atmosphere. 

An  important  step  in  the  scientific  management 
of  our  cases  has  been  the  appointment  of  a  clinical 
pathologist  who  is  prepared  to  make  a  special  study 
of  obscure  cases.  This  appointment  was  made  possible 
by  the  generosity  of  several  members  of  the  Ladies' 
Committee.  As  an  example  of  what  may  be  accomp- 
lished by  such  a  study,  we  may  cite  the  case  of  Albert 
G.,  who  was  admitted  to  the  Hospital  September  9th, 
1909.  He  had  been  running  a  high  fever  supposed 
to  be  typhoid.  The  fever  proved  to  be  intractable 
and  the  blood  failed  to  give  the  expected  reaction. 
After  several  weeks  of  illness  in  which  the  temperature 
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several  times  reached  106°  F.,  the  bowel  discharges 
were  found  to  contain  parasites  known  as  amoebje  and 
the  disease  proved  to  be  the  rare  form  of  amoebic  or 
tropical  dysentery,  seldom  seen  in  this  latitude.  After 
appropriate  and  prolonged  treatment  the  disease  was 
finally  conquered.  On  October  20th  his  weight  had 
dropped  to  26  pounds,  while  on  his  discharge  December 
28th,  it  had  increased  to  50  pounds,  and  he  was  a  healthy, 
chubby  looking  boy.  It  is  hoped  that  advanced  work 
may  also  be  accomplished  by  the  researches  of  the 
clinical  pathologist  in  connection  with  the  routine  work 
of  the  wards. 

A  large  number  of  premature  infants  are  continually 
being  sent  to  us  for  treatment.  After  many  trials  with 
the  various  types  of  apparatus,  we  have  secured  two 
incubators  that  work  fairly  well  in  maintaining  a  uni- 
form temperature  in  connection  with  proper  ventila- 
tion. A  large  experience,  however,  has  convinced  us 
that  it  is  almost  impossible  to  raise  these  premature 
infants  by  means  of  artificial  feeding.  It  is  hence 
most  necessary  to  have  a  wet  nurse  for  them,  and  we 
have  successfully  raised  a  few  in  this  way.  A  fund 
should  be  available  for  this  purpose  and  would  greatly 
aid  us  in  this  part  of  our  work.  This  is  especially  im- 
portant as  we  have  probably  more  premature  infants 
sent  to  us  for  treatment  than  any  other  institution  in 
the  country. 

A  photographic  apparatus  would  also  be  of  assist- 
ance by  enabling  us  to  take  pictures  of  rare  forms  of 
disease  that  frequently  present  themselves  to  our  notice. 
As  ours  is  a  teaching  institution  we  may  render  a  service 
to  the  profession  throughout  the  country  by  affording 
a  chance  to  profit  by  our  opportunities  and  experience. 


REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CARE  OF 
CHILDREN  AFTER  LEAVING  HOSPITAL 


The  Committee  on  Care  of  Children  after  Leaving 
the  Babies'  Wards,  has  to  report  888  visits  made  to  the 
homes  of  the  children. 

To  the  Speedwell  Society  at  Morristown  were  sent 
34  children.

No  cases  of  desertion  this  year  causes  your  Committee 
great  satisfaction. 

An  important  announcement  has  just  been  made 
by  the  special  committee  appointed  some  time  ago  by 
the  New  York  Association  for  the  Blind,  to  inquire 
into  the  causes  of  preventable  blindness.  It  is  this, 
that  all  birth  certificates  issued  in  this  State  now  bear 
the  following  question: — "What  preventive  for  opthal- 
mia  neovatorum  did  you  use?  If  none,  state  the  reason 
therefor." 

The  object  of  this  question  will  be  sufficiently  ap- 
parent to  those  who  know  the  serious  consequences 
of  negligence  in  treating  the  new  born. 

A  census  of  the  blind  in  this  State  in  1906  made  it 
plain  that  about  113  of  the  cases  were  due  to  preventable 
causes.  Ten  per  cent,  to  this  particular  cause,  while  a 
general  examination  of  blind  children  in  schools  through - 
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out  the  country  showed  that  not  less  than  25  per  cent, 
were  infected  at  birth.  The  figures  newly  collected 
by  the  Committee  on  Prevention  of  Blindness  are  even 
more  startling,  they  assert  that  one-third  of  all  cases  of 
blindness  in  children  must  be  attributed  to  this  cause — 
namely  to  the  ignorance  or  carelessness  of  those  who 
attend  them  at  birth.  Your  Visitor  has  been  carefully 
instructed  to  explain  to  the  mothers  whom  she  visits, 
where  confinement  is  soon  to  take  place,  the  dangers 
and  the  methods  for  guarding  against  this  terrible  result. 

Dr.  Chapin  has  promised  to  look  into  the  possibility 
of  having  dental  treatment  again  for  the  children.  It 
seems  to  your  Committee  so  very  important,  not  only 
for  the  diseases  that  may  be  carried  or  lodged  in  the 
teeth — all  important  surely — but  for  the  future  private 
in  our  army.  A  late  report  giving  reasons  for  the  turn- 
ing down  of  able-bodied  young  men  the  condition  of 
their  teeth,  which  must  have  existed  from  childhood, 
begging  all  hospitals  to  pay  attention  to  these  facts. 

Florence  Reilly,  8  months,  414  First  Avenue,  two 
other  children,  family  and  one  brother  of  the  mother 
live  in  two  rooms,  one  dark,  on  the  ground  floor, 
rear  tenement.  The  place  is  clean  but  absolutely 
without  sun  and  almost  without  light.  The  man  out 
of  work,  the  woman  appeared  decent  and  industrious, 
took  in  washing.  They  could  only  afford  grocery  milk, 
not  being  near  a  milk  station  were  provided  with  Borden's 
milk  for  both  children  for  several  months  with  great 
benefit  to  the  children;  also  clothing.  When  last 
visited  the  man  had  found  employment  as  fireman  at 
Bellevue  Hospital. 

Rachel  Laffian,  four  months,  father  and  mother  and

two  children  occupy  two  rooms  in  a  rear  house  little 
better  than  the  Reillys'  home.  The  man  works  at 
times  only,  owing  to  poor  health.  The  older  child 
fell  from  a  chair  and  broke  his  arm;  as  lie  was  under 
three  years  the  mother  had  her  hands  full  with  two 
helpless  youngsters.  Not  being  near  a  milk  station, 
milk  and  clothing  were  provided. 

The  number  visited  is  less  than  usual,  as  many  chil- 
dren came  from  the  Bronx  and  from  Brooklyn.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WARD  VISITING 
COMMITTEE. 


The  Ward  Visiting  Committee  has  continued  during 
the  past  year  to  carry  on  its  work  of  visiting  the  little 
patients  in  the  Babies'  Wards,  and  of  bringing  to  them 
any  pleasures  that  may  distract  them  from  their  suffer- 
ing and  aid  their  convalescence. 

The  Committee  again  supported  two  beds  in  the 
Wards  and  hopes  to  support  additional  ones  in  the 
coming  year. 

The  Christmas  Committee  provided  the  tree  laden 
down  with  gifts,  that  stood  in  the  Zaidee  Ward  on  the 
Monday  after  Christmas.  They  were  greatly  helped 
by  the  Sunbeam  League  and  many  friends  who  sent 
toys  and  money  for  toys.  The  tree  was  very  much 
appreciated  by  the  children  and  anyone  who  saw  their 
delight,  I  am  sure  will  feel  amply  repaid  for  giving  their 
time  or  their  money  to  help  bring  this  brightness  into 
their  lives.  The  toys  given  them  will  continue  to  pro- 
vide pleasure  through  many  weary  hours  this  winter. 
The  Committee  is  still  much  in  need  of  toys  however, 
and  is  most  anxious  to  have  plenty  of  new  ones  for  the 
summer  months  when  there  are  so  few  visitors  to  en- 
liven the  Wards. 

The  Easter  Committee  provided  last  year  growing 
plants  on  the  Roof  Garden,  as  well  as  for  the  Wards, 
and  also  some  Easter  eggs  and  toys  for  the  children. 

The  flowers  sent  through  the  Flower  Committee 
have  been  a  great  boon  to  the  babies,  many  of  whom 
so  seldom  see  green  fields  or  growing  flowers.  Many 
friends  of  the  Committee  have  sent  flowers  from  their 
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receptions  or  other  entertainments.  These  were  brought 
to  the  Wards  through  the  kindness  of  Messrs.  Wadley 
&  Smythe,  who  gave  the  services  of  their  delivery 
wagon  for  their  transportation  whenever  notified  by 
the  Chairman  of  the  Flower  Committee.  They  have 
most  generously  offered  to  continue  to  do  so. 

The  children  were  greatly  benefited  by  their  drives 
in  the  Park,  provided  last  summer  by  the  Drives  Com- 
mittee, who  also  arranged  for  winter  drives  which  they 
hope  to  continue  this  year. 

Through  the  exertions  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Cloth- 
ing Committee,  297  articles  of  clothing  and  donations 
of  money  for  clothing  were  collected.  We  hope  that 
any  new  sewing  classes  formed  this  winter  may  help 
us  with  more  clothing.  A  new  Committee  has  been 
formed  to  provide  especial  treats  for  the  children  on 
especial  holidays. 

We  hope  that  all  those  who  have  helped  us  so  gener- 
ously in  the  past  may  be  prompted  to  continue  their 
aid  and  with  their  help  we  hope  each  year  to  find  more 
ways  as  well  as  better  ones  of  being  of  service  to  the 
Babies'  Wards.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUNBEAM  LEAGUE 


1909. 

A  very  busy  year  for  the  Sunbeam  League  has  just 
passed.  The  Fair  held  last  winter  was  most  successful, 
more  than  a  thousand  dollars  being  raised.  Two  beds 
have  been  supported  in  the  Babies'  Wards,  Thanksgiv- 
ing and  Christmas  dinners  of  turkey,  cranberry  jelly, 
vegetables,  ice  cream,  simple  cake  and  fruit  were  pro- 
vided. Red  stockings,  full  of  toys,  hung  on  cribs 
and  beds  on  Christmas  morning.  The  Ward  Visiting 
Committee,  as  usual,  supplied  the  Christmas  tree,  for 
which  our  thanks  are  due  to  them,  as  also  for  the  deco- 
rations of  the  Wards,  for  we  were  thus  enabled  to  spend 
the  money  usually  appropriated  for  wreaths  and  gar- 
lands on  other  and  more  pressing  needs. 

The  kindergarten  teacher,  one  of  our  members,  has 
done  her  valuable  work,  so  much  enjoyed  by  those  well 
enough  to  join  in  the  simple  games  and  songs.  The 
toy  boxes  have  been  kept  in  order  and  filled  with  fresh 
toys  as  well  as  the  ever-emptying  toy  cupboards  would 
permit.  Drives  in  the  summer  gave  a  breath  of  fresh 
air  and  a  glimpse  of  grass  and  trees  to  those  too  ill  to 
leave  the  Wards  for  the  real  country.  Twelve  large 
mattress-blankets  and  over  175  new  garments,  flannel 
jackets,  rompers,  gertrudes  and  diapers,  were  sent  in, 
some  from  the  Needlework  Guild,  through  one  of  our 
members,  and  others  cut  out  by  the  League  Clothing 
Committee  and  made  by  St.  Thomas'  Guild  and  by  a 
small  sewing  class  of  a  friend  of  the  League.  The  pantry 
has  been  replenished  with  china  and  silverware,  cups, 
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bowls,  plates  and  spoons,  jelly,  flowers  and  fruit, 
have  been  sent  in  by  some  of  the  members,  and  the  chil- 
dren have  had  their  weekly  treat  of  ice  cream,  supplied 
by  one  member  for  several  years. 

I  close  my  report  with  the  usual  but  no  less  urgent 
plea  for  home  made  jellies  and  new  or  half-worn  toys, 
which  are  always  needed  and  thoroughly  appreciated 
by  the  children.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BABIES'  WARDS  GUILD. 


The  Babies'  Wards  Guild  during  the  past  year  has, 
as  usual,  taken  charge  of  the  purchasing  and'  making 
of  the  supplies  of  linen  needed  for  use  in  the  Wards. 
While  the  amount  of  work  returned  falls  a  little  short 
of  last  year,  this  is  not  due  to  a  lack  of  willingness  and 
interest  on  the  part  of  the  members,  but  to  the  fact 
that  the  demand  has  been  somewhat  smaller.  Beside 
this  work,  for  which  the  Guild  was  organized  three 
years  ago,  we  have  supported  a  bed  in  the  Wards. 
With  an  increased  membership  we  hope  through  the 
coming  year  to  add  to  our  work  and  to  keep  pace  with 
the  growth  of  the  Wards. 

The  work  from  October,  1908,  to  October,  1909,  was: 
238  bed-pads,  48  crib-spreads,  239  towels,  113  water- 
bag  covers,  189  crib-pillow  slips,  60  screen  sheets, 
43  draught  curtains,  20  comfortables,  48  bassinette 
pillow  slips— 998.
